San IiVanctsoo, who has 
been i^o dangerously ill, was bom in Indiana, 
la 1831. his parents bein^ Virginian'*. Hs 
received an academical education at South 
Bend, and was fitted for coUege at Chicago, 
but did not enter. 
He commenced tbe 
study of law la 
1849. and graduated 
at tbe fiew ITork 
State Law School 
in 18 2. He com> 
menc.^d practice at 
South Bend, but 
800Q went to Cali- 
fornia. where he 
practiced law for 
three years, when 
^he returned to In- 
diana and resumed 
practice there. In 
1860 he was a 
member of the state 
senate, but resigned to enter the army as 
colonel of the Twenty-ninth Indiana Tol- 
unteers, and was soon placed ia coQ>* 
mand of a brigade, serving under Gen- 
erals 
Bherman, 
Buell, 
Rosecrans and 
Thomas, and receiving severe wounds in 
the battles of Stone River and Liberty Glap. 
Promoted to brigadier general, in the battie 
of Kashville he commimded the left division 
of 8,000 men, and was breveted a major 
general for conspicuo as bravery. At the 
clos« of the war be was offered a high com- 
mission in tbe regular army, but he declined 
it and returned to California, where he was 
collector of the port of San Francisco four 
years, declining a reappointment 
He was 
a Republican 
candidate for presidential 
•lector in 1672, in 1876. and in 1880, and a 
member of the California srate constitu- 
tional convention in 1879. He was elected 
to the United States senate as a Republican, 
to succeed Newton Booth, Anti-Monopolist, 
and took bis seat March 4, 1881. 
His term 
of service will expire March 3, 1887.

Washington is buried in the greatest 
snow storm ever seen. 
Nearly two feet 
of snow covers the ground. The distress 
in the negro quarters is frightful. Ne- 
groes have actually frozen to death. A 
negro has about as much show in a snow 
bank as a polar bear would have on the 
Amazon. 
The street cars and herdics 
are snowed under and walking is tho 
only resort" available. 
It is a novel 
sight to see two senators, one from the 
blizzards of Minnesota and the other 
from the orange groves of Florida, 
trudglDg OD together to the capitol, over 
a mile of drifting snow. 
But it is an- 
other sight to see several thousand wo- 
men walking from one to three miles 
through twenty inches of untrodden 
SBc»^, trying to reach the treasury de- 
partment on time. 


But this great storm of the elements 
has not deterred certain statesmen and 
the gang on "Newspaper Row" from 
raising "Cain" from one end of the av- 
enue to the other. 
The deadlock be- 
tween the senate and the executive, the 
indirect censure of the president's silver 
policy by a democratic house, and the 
exposure, by the New York press, of a 
so-calJed telephone scandal, implicating 
cabinet officers, senators and congress- 
men have eclipsied every other topic. 


The action of the senate in relation to 
the president's appointments is awaited 
with intense interest. 
Several thousand 
democrats are now filling offices without 
being confirmed. 
These men have dis- 
posed of their 
business or severed 
their 
professional 
connections, and 
if 
rejected, would 
find 
themselves, 
using the language of stage drivers, in a 
"bad fix." Many have gone to the anti- 
pode to serve the government with dip- 
lomatic or consular service and would be 
unable to return home should their 
nominations be rejected. The qeeBtion 
of confirmation also iuvolves the tenure 
of many subordinates, who would go out 
with their non-confirmed principals. 


The displaced republican 
officials 
would not be re-instated, but the presi- 
dent would re-appoint democrats as often 
as the senate rejected them. 
However, 
it would be difficult to find men willing 
to fill offices for so short a time. The 
consequence would be that thousands of 
offices would remain unfilled, to the 
detriment of the public affairs. A bowl 
of discontent would soon be heard all 
over the land. 
Theresponsibility would 
rest where it belongs—upon the repub- 
lican senators. 
The republicans foresaw 
this, and since they failed to bulldoze 
the president they are looking for a hole 
to crawfish Senator Riddleberger's reso- 
lution re-it eraterating that the president 
is in duty bound to comply with the 
orders of the senate, has been referred 
to a committee whei e it is pigeon-holed 
and will never see light again. The 
indicision of the senate, however, has 
brought all the department to a 
toastand-still, and uo more appointments 
are made or will be made until this mud- 
dle is cleared up. There are over a thou- 
sand vacancies to be filled, and the office 
seekers who have been here all winter 
are getting desperate. If this state of 
affairs continues much longer, lunch 
routes will have to be re-arranged. It is 
to the credit of the district that there is 
not a man here in that capacity. 


This has been a busy week in both 
branches of congress. In the senate the 
admission of Dakota, and the president's 
prerogatives, have taken up most of the 
time. 
The house passed the bill to in- 
crease the monthly rate of pensions to 
widows, minors, and dependant mothers 
and fathers of soldiers of the wars of 1812 
and 1861, which is now $8 to $12. There 
are 70,767 persons pansioned as widows, 
minors, and dependant relatives of sol- 
diers of the late war, and 17,212 widows 
j of the war of 1812. If the bill passai, 
i |fae senai« it 'Will Inoreaii« th» j^eiiwt^

462,992. Tbe commit- 
tee on pensions estimates that 3,500 ap- 
plicatioiis now on file for pensions to 
widows of the late war, and 602 of the 
war of 1812, will perhaps be favorably con- 
sidered, adding Sl,70á,000 to the annual 
roll and making a total annual increase 
of $6,166,992. The estimate for pensions 
for the year 1887, is $75,000,000, an in- 
crease of $15,800.000, over the last ap- 
propriation. 
How ia this for a "rebel 
congress" and a "disloyal adm nistra- 
tion."

The house has praotioally settled the 
silver question by adopting Bland's 
resolution, calling upon the secretary of 
ihe treasury to define his future course 
in the silver question. 


The Hendricks memorial exorcises oc- 
cupied the whole day, Tuesday. 
Such 
occasions are slimly attended, but on 
this occaeion the gallerie« were crowded. 
Mr. Bynum, by virtue of representi^ g 
Hendrick's old district, delivered the 
first address, graphically sketching the 
life of the late vice president. 
He was 
followed by Messrs, McCreory, Long, 
Throcxmorten, Dingly, Hewitt, Randall, 
Geddes, Hall, Springer, Lowry, Owen, 
Kleimer, Holman and Tom Browne. 
The latter gentleman who was defeated 
by Hendricks for governor in 1872, paid 
the deceased statesman a very high 
tribute. Mr. Lowry, who was a personal 
friend of Hendricks, waa not silent, bnt 
spoke feelingly of his lost friend and 
concluded as follows: 


Thomas A. Hendricks is forever lost to 
earth! The language of eulogy has never 
been more fittingly employed than when 
used so considerately here, and in the 
still higher council chamber in the other 
end of this capitol, in extolling the life 
and character of our deceased vice pres- 
ident. 
The circumstances surrounding 
his father's family, and the more remark- 
able incidents following upon his cross- 
ing the threshold of life; the story of his 
boyhood and youth; the opening prom- 
ise of manhood's early dawn; the illus- 
trious achievements of his maturer man- 
hood in the forum, on the rostrum, and 
in these and other legislative halls, and 
the high qualities which adorned his ex- 
ecutive career, have all been admirably 
dwelt upon, not alone by those who stoovl 
by his side and shared the vicissitudes of 
the eventful scences through which he 
passed, but by those also who ware wont 
to stand from him apart or were them- 
selves very conspicuous adversaries in 
the several irenas where his highest 
honors were achieved and his brightest 
laurels won. In a word, the full sym- 
metry of his illustrious 
caretr, the 
beauty and grandeur of his character, 
and the impressive lessons of his great 
life have all been stamped here in words 
of enduring eloquence on the legislative 
annals of his country. His exalted vir- 
tues, patriotic services and great deeds 
are engraven upou the hearts of his 
countrymen. 
Memorials to perpetuate 
the memories of his great excellencies 
are eagerly being coustructed in tablets 
of 
bronze and monuments of endur- 
ing 
marble. 
What more 
can be 
said or done? At this 
point in 
these 
ceremonial 
exercises 
for 
me to attempt more here would be su- 
perfluous. 
Exemplary and generous 
citizen! 
Patriotic public servant! Best 
poised and greatest of contemporary In- 
diauians! Typical American! Wise and 
revered statesman! Honored friend! We 
can but lay our heart-warm tribute on 
thy tomb!"While doing so, Mr Speaker, 
in contemplation of such a life, and in 
the presence of a whole nation's bereave- 
ment by such a death, we may perchance 
recall the words of one who would fain 
have found out the great mystery of 
human life: 


We are born, we laugh, we weep. 


We love, we droop, we die; 
Ah, wherefore do we laugh or weep? 
Why do we live or die? 
Who knows that secret deep? 


Alas! not 1 
But those who moat knew and best 
loved Thomas A. Hendricks, can not but 
cherish with intenser hope, the general 
aspiration of humanity that there is be- 
yond the "secret deep" an abode for 
those who here walk iu virtue's path and 
love their fellow men. That being so, 
the great soul which shone forth in the 
placid dignity of his earthly presence is 
now beaming with delight from happier 
spheres in contemplation of the mani- 
festations here and everywhere present^ 
of the existance of an absolute convic- 
tion of the purely and excellence of his 
life-time pnrposes, and of the results 
which his teachings aided so largely to

A Dangercus Drift of ihe Times—Men's 
Views of Christ—The Lord's 
Prayer in Verse, Etc.

No man who is interested in the fu- 
ture, either of the church or society, in 
this country can wisely remain indifferent 
CO the present aspects of the Sabbath 
question. 
If we do not misread 
the 
signs of the times, our Sabbath will ere 
long be overwhelmed by the tide of 
secnlarlty unless proper measures for 
its protection are undertaken at once. 
T h e rise of this tide has been so gradual, 
and-its advance so insidious, t h a t many 
are not fully aware that much groxmd 
has already been lost, nor that the cur- 
rent is rai^idly increasing in volume and 
velocity. 
It is even now a 
serioue 
question with some of the more watch- 
ful friends of the Sabbath whether it is 
not too late to regain what has been sur- 
rendered, or even to stay the progress 
of the evil. 
Some.gf 
the «iements of 
the continental Sabbath have already 
entered into our Sabbath, and while we 
are at the extreme, 
perhaps, of reac- 
tion from the Puritan Sabbath, the for- 
eign influence exerts its force to cai-ry 
us still further from the median line. 


he tendency is to make of our holy 
day a holiday, and of otu* day of rest 
a day of labor.—Christian 
Advocate. 


Men-a Tietva of Chrimt, 


Very different views 
of Christ 
have 
been held from t h e time when H e be- 
gan His public ministry at t h e 
age 
of 
30. 
Before t h a t announcement of H i m - 
self as a Master, His own parents 
un- 
derstood little of the spirit that was in 
him. or we should not find his mother 
saying when he had stayed behind in 
the temple, at the age of 12, "Son, why 
hast thou dealt thus V t h us? 
Thy 
father and I have sought thee sorrow- 
ing." 
But it is rather of the Chrxst of 
history than of .personal biography that 
we here speak. 
It^is not only possible 
for minds equally honest and intelligent 
to see him under different shades of 
color and interpretation when they look 
back through the Christian centuries at 
his influence in the world; but in the 
nineteenth century, at any rate, a man 
who reflects upon the sincerity of oth- 
ers whose views differ from his own, 
suggests a very natural suspicion as to 
the reasons of 
his 
own 
orthodoxy. 
There have b e ^ many candid answers 
to the question, 
""Wliat think ye of 
Christ ?" since the age of science and ra- 
tionality began. Strauss, who wrote the 
famous skeptical "liife of Christ," was 
undoubtedly sincere in his belief that 
the character was so largely mythical 
and 
so 
suffused 
by 
i¿e 
imag- 
ination 
of 
primitive 
Christian 
and 
mediaeval 
hero 
worship 
tiiat 
when 
these 
rainbow 
colors 
were 
with- 
drawn 
there 
would 
remain 
little 
more than an imaginative Hebrew peas- 
ant with a poetic and sympathetio im- 
agination. 


Then came the reverential school of 
England rationalists, who spoke of their 
deep spiritual indebtedness to 
Christ 
and his religion, but denied the super- 
naturalness of either or both. 
Pres- 
ently arose one whose beauty of thought 
and style at once placed him at the 
head of the non-Christian believers in 
the moral greatness of Christ. 
This 
was Ernest Renan, the pnpü of tne late 
Felix Dupanloup, Bishop of Orleans, 
France, who abandoned his ecclesias- 
tical prepatrations, traveled in the Holy 
Land, 
and 
amid the scenes 
made 
sacred to memory by the footsteps and 
teachings and sorrows of Jesus of Naz- 
areth, thought out 
his 
reverential 
though 
infidel 
"Fie 
de 
Jesm," 
Whereas, many oHhodox writers have 
'sp<^en vulgarly and sneeringly of the 
Saviour, Iieit]^Q gA^é Him credit for bé- 
4ag a sincéré eñthns&st and a true 
Virotber of His r i ^ 
"There bas been 


¿ítit one Jcmüí tJhnst," he wxoie, ?sil|i 
^ é r e will never ^ anoth^.r*' . In spite 
of his infid^ opinions' and rejection ol 
«lI'tDirfu^Ie uid dogma, Benan has nevez 
hold that in ; a { á r i t n a l l ^ ^ 
a n d f ^ t y no cluumotei:.-ot-wfa^ we 
have any record in~ human J ^ t o i r 
^ 
proáolie^ in its ideal that 
J m i ^ o í 
Nazareth.' One could not close: 
nan's "Life of Jesus." however, -^thont 
a feeling of pain and 
disappointment 
that while the character was held^np to 
the world as unequaled by the p ^ e s t 
of heathen moralists, the world was for- 
bidden to worship Him or.to e r o ^ Him 
Lord of all. 
It was Engl^mdV turn, to 
send ^ out the next great work i ^ i 
could claim to do any justice to the 
face and voice of Jesus, 
and Prof. 
Seelye, of Cambridge and London uni- 
versities, certainly gave a most impress- 
ive portrait in his "Ecce Htygio." 


Others might be mentioned who have 
contributed to the deeper spiritual in- 
sight into the imapproachable majesty 
of Christ's character which is so marked 
a note even in the secular literature ol 
the day. 
Voltaire, m t h all his genius, 
is a dead letter so far as critical in- 
fluence against Christ is concerned. Li- 
deed, one might almost venture the 
opinion that moi-e candid minds would 
be attracted to than repelled from the 
religion of Jesus 
by 
argument 
and 
cynic wit which a hundred years and 
more ago could dispose of Jesus with 
the words '"Ecrasse 
VInfamé" 
and 
"Never mention the name of that man, 
Christ, to me again." 
Religious per- 
secution 
and intolerance, with which 
the spirit of Christianity was long and 
unjustly identified, no longer gives ex- 
cuse and palliation to contempt or hap 
tred of the life and doctrine of Jesus. 


One man, the great Russian novelist. 
Count Leo Tolstoi, has found this out, 
and his remarkable work, "My Reli- 
gion," is the najrative of the n^ent^ 
and moral process by which he came to 
study Christ for himself and to see in 
him the only teacher of ancient or mod- 
ern times whose doctrine reoeived into 
the heart could ennoble a man's na- 
ture and give him strength and peace. 
It is not a new discovery, though it is 
always new to every one who makes it 
for himself. 


Augustine made 
it, and 
Thomas 
a-Kempis, or whoever the author of 
"The Imitation of Christ" may have 
been. 
It is a discovery that has led 
many an earnest mind with a wisddin 
that had in it nothing of fanaticism to 
believe that in living for others instead 
of for himself was the true secret of 
heroism in life, and peace in death. 
As 
the Russian Government has suppressed 
the work as far as possible, it will cer- 
tainly be read 
in every country upon 
earth. 
Already there are French and 
English translations of it. 
It claims no 
originality, except the reflected power 
of God, which is found in tbe Sermon 
on the Mount and the other teachings 
of Christ. 
Charles Reade, the English 
novelist, found in the last' years of his 
life a peace he had not know^n before in 
the faith and following of Christ. 
His 
epitaph, written by liimself, bears a 
touching afiSrmation of this. 
Ant»tUei 
Eni^lish novelist, 
Dickens, 
said: 
"I 
learned whatever pathos I have f r o m 
tlio teachings oí Christ." 
In 
his last 
Avill lie commended that teaching to his 
(iliildren as the best guide in life. 
Count Tolstoi has gained not less fame 
by his novels than did Dickens or 
Reade. 
He too has found, even with a. 
stronger sense of discovery and happi- 
ness, tliat the doctrine of Jesus is a 
pearl of great price which a man may 
wisely give all his worldly fame and 
rank and riches to possess.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

and Out of Tone." 


Some Usuili Adrice on .How ta Be Ma- 
fxudty Agteeable, and Make Happy 
Homes and Hearts» 


In preaching the fonrth of hia series of ser- 
mons on "Th^Marriage^Binfr," JDr. Talmage 
founded his remarks on the subject 
"Husband 
and Wife in Harmony and Ont' of Tnne," on 
AmosiiL, 3: "Can two walk together unless 
they be agreed?" He said: 


"No, Amos, they cannot 
They will be trip- 
ping each other up or pushing each other 
down. Married life under such circumstances 
will be the mounding of perpetual war-whoop. 
In this course of sermons on "The Marriage 
Ring" I will to-day speak of the mutual duties 
of husband an wife preparatory to discourses 
on their individual duties. 


A church within a church, & republic within 
a republic, a world within a world, is spelled 
by four letters—home! If ihings go right 
tlxerethèy go right everywhere; if things go 
wrong there, they go wrong everywhere. The 
door-sill of tbe dwelhng-house is the founda- 
tion of church and State. A man never gets 
higher than his own garret or lower than his 
own cellar. In other words, 
domestic 
life 
overarches and undergirds all other life. The 
highest house of Congress la the domestic cir- 
cle ; the rocking-chair in the nursery is higher 
than a throne. 
George 
Washington 
com- 
manded the forces of the Unite I States, but 
Mary Washington commanded George. Chry- 
sostom's mother made his pen for him. If a 
man should start out and run seventy years in 
a straight line he could not get out from under 
the shadow of his own mantelpiece. I there- 
fore talk to you this morning about a matter 
of infinite and eterijal moment when I 
speak of your home. 


As individuals we are 
fragments. God 
makes the race in part, and then He gradually 
puts us together. 
What I lack, you make up ; 
what you lack, I make up—our deficits and sur- 
pluses of character being the cogwheels in the 
great social mechanism. 
One person has the 
patience, another has the courage, another has 
the placidity, another has the enthusiasm; that 
which is lacking in one is made up by another, 
or made up by all 
Buffaloes in herds, grouse 
in broods, quails in flocks, tlie human race in 
circles. 
God has most beautifully arranged 
this. It is in tliis way that He balances so- 
ciety; this conservative and that radical keep- 
ing things even. Every ship must have its 
mast, cutwater, taffrail, ballast 
Thaiik God, 
then, for Princcton and Audover—for the op- 
positea. 
T liave no more right to blame a man 
for being d Cerent from me than a driving- 
wheel has a right to blame the iron shaft that 
holds it to the coûter. John Wesley balances 
Calvin's iii.stitutes. 
A co'd thinker gives to 
Scotland tho strong biuies of theology ; Dr. 
Guthrie clothes them with a throbbing heart 
and wann fitsll. TIkî «Mftîfulty is that we are 
not satisfied with j U.St the work that God has 
given us to do. The wat?r-wheel wants to 
come inside the mill and grind the grist, and 
the hopper wants to go out and dabble in the, 
water. Our usefuluess and the welfare of so- 
ciety depend upon our staying in iust the place 
that Gk)d has put us, or intended we ehçuld oc- 
cupy. 


For more compactness and that we may be 
more useful, we are gathered in etill smaller 
circles in the home groui>. 
And there you hav^ 
the same varieties against brothoi-s, sisters, hus* 
band, and wife—all diCfereut in temperament 
and tastes. 
It is fortunate th it it should be so. 
If the husband be all imjtulso, the wife must be 
all prudence. If one sister be sanguine in her 
temperament the other must be lymi)hatic. 
Mary and Martha are necessities. 
There will 
be no dinner for Christ if there bo no Martha; 
there will be no audience for Jesus if there be 
no Mary. The home orf;auization is most 
beautifully constructed. 
Eden has gone ; the 
bowers are all broken down ; the animals that 
Adam stroked with his hand that morniug 
when they came up to get their names liavo 
since shot forth tusk and sting, and growled 
panther at pantlier; and midair iron beaks 
plunge 
till with clotted wing and eyeless 
•oekets the twain come whirling down from 
under the sun in blood and fire. Eden has 
gone, but there is just one little fragment left 
It floated down on the river Hiddekel out of 
paradise. It is the marriage institution. It 
does not, as at the beginning, take away from 
man a rib. Now it is an addition of ribs. 


This institution of marriaye lias boen defamed 
in our day, and influences are abroad trying to 
turn this earth into a Turkish harom or a great 
Salt Lake City. While tlio puipitji have bt'^n 
comparatively silent, novels—their cheapnesH 
only equaled by tiieir nastinefls—are trying to 
educate, have taken upon thenisolves to ed- 
ucate, this nation in regard to holy marriage, 
which makes or breaks for time and eternity. 
Oh, this is not a more queHîi<m of residence or 
wardrobe! 
It is a quo.'ition charsfod with 
gigantic joy or -Borrow—witli heaven or helL 
Alas for this now diiponsation of George .SandH! 
Alas for the mingling of the nightshade with 
the niartiage garlands! Alas for the veuom of 
adde-K Hpit into the tankards! 
.\iaH for the 
white fro.its of etarual deatli that kill tlie orange 
blossoms 1 The Cioapel of JOSUH Ciliriwt is to 
awsevt what is i-ight and to ass-^rt what in wrong. 
Attempt has been made to take the marriage 
iastitv.t'on, which wa« intended for tho liappi- 
no8B and elevation of the raci-, and make it a 
njorc cuminercial entorpritsc ; an exchange of 
housei and lands and quipagn; a biinmt-.ss 
partnership of t'.vo stuBed up witn the stories 
of romance and knight-errantry and unfaith- 
fulueBS and feminine angelhood 
The two 
after awh lo have i-'iused up to find that, iu- 
Htead of the paradisu they dreamed of, they 
have got nfjtliing but a Van Aiuburg's menug- 
erio, filled with tigers and wildcats. 
Eighty 
thousand divorces in Paris in one year pre- 
ceded the worst revolution that France ever 
saw. It was only the first course in that ban- 
quet of hell; and I tell you, what you know as 
well as I do, thatwrong uotions on the subject of 
Christian marriage are the cause at this day of 
more moral outrage before God and man than 
any other cause. ~ 


Thereare some things that I want to bring, be- 
fore you.

My advice to you in your home is to exercise 
to the very last possibility of your nature the 
law of forbearance. 
Prayers in the house- 
hold -will hot make up for everything. 
Some 
of the best best people in the world ai-e the 
hardest to get along with. There are people 
who stand up in prayer-meetings and pray like 
angels who at home are uncompromising and 
cranky. You may not have everything just 
as you want it 
Sometimes it will tie the duty 
of the husband and sometimes of the wife to 
yield; but both stand punctillbusly on your 
rights, and you will have a Waterloo with no 
Blucher coining up at nightfall to decide the 
conflict 


Never be ashamed to apologize when you 
have done wrong in domestic affairs. Let that 
be a law of your household. The best thing I 
ever heard of "my grandfather, whom I never 
saw, was this: that once having unrighteously 
rebuked one of his chil 'ren, he himself having 
lost his patience, and perhaps having been mis- 
informed of the child's doings, found out bis-mis- 
take, and in the evening of the same day gath- 
ered all bis family together and said, "Now I 
have one explanation to make, and one thing to 
say. Thomas, this morning I rebuked you 
.very unfairly. I am very sorry for it. I re- 
buked you in the presence of the. whole family, 
an i now'I ask your forgiveness in their pres- 
ence." It must have taken some courage to do 
that 
It ' was right, was it not? Never be 
ashamed to apologize for domestic inaccuracy. 
Fin 1 out the points; what are the weak points, 
if I may call them so, of your companion, and 
then stand aloof from thom. Do not carry the 
fire of your tepa^er too netr the gunpowder. 
If the wife be easUy fretted by disorder in the 
householjd, let the husband be careful where 
lie throws his slippers. If the husband come 
home from the store with his patience all ex- 
hausted do not let the wife unnecessarily cross 
his temper; but both stand up for your rights, 
and I wid promise tho everlasting sound of the 
warwhoop. 
Your life will' be spent in making 
up, and marriage will be to you an immitigated 
curse. CowT>er says: 


The kindest an l the happiest pair 
Will find Occasi m to forbear; 
And something, evjry day they live, 
To pity, and perhaps forgive. 


I advise, also, that you make yonr chief 
pleasure circle around about that home. It is 
unfortunate when it is otherwise. If the hus- 
band spend the most of his nights away from 
home, of choice, and not of. necessity, he is 
not the head of tbe household; he is only the 
cashier. 
If the wife throw the cares of the 
household in the servant's lap, and then spend 
five nights of the week at the opera or theater, 
she may clothe her children with satins and 
laces and ribbons that would confound a 
French milhner, but they are orphans. Oh, it 
is sad when a child has no one to say its prayers 
to because mpthei'lias ^one off to the evening 
entertaininen't! In India they bring children 
and throw them to the eroccdües, and it seems 
very cruel; but' the jaws of New York and 
Brooklyn dissipation are swallowing down more 
little chil^en to day than all the monsters that 
ever crawled upon tiie b a ^ s of the Gangea 


I have seen the sorrow of a godless mother 
on the death of a child ehe had neglected. It 
was not so 
grief that she felt from the 


fact that the child was dead as the fact that she 
had neglected it. She said: "If I had only 
watched over and cared for the child, I know 
God Would not have taken it" 
The tears came 
not 
It was a dry, blistering tempest—a 
scorching simoom x)f the desert 
'When she 
wrung Jier haads it seemed as if she would 
twist her fingers from their sockets; when she 
seized her hsir it seemed as if she had in wild 
terror graai)ed a coiling serpent with her right 
hand. No tearful comrades of the little one 
came in and wept over the coffiii; neighbors 
came in,ahd the moment they saw Uie still face 
of the child the shower broke. No tears for 
her. 
God gives tears as the summer rain to the 
parched soul; bnt in all the universe the driest 
Rnd hottest, the most scorching and consum- 
ing thing is a motner's heart, if she has neg- 
lected her child, when once it is dead. God 
may forgive her, but she will never forgive 
herself. The memory will sink the eyes deeper 
into the sockets, and pinch the face, and whiten 
the hair, and eat up the heart with vultures 
that will not be satisfied, forever plunging 
deeper tbeir iron beaks. Oh, you wanderers 
from your home, go-back to your duty! The 
brightest flowers in aU the earth are those 
which grow fai The garden of a Christian house- 
hold, clambering over the porch of a Christian 
home. 


I advise you also to cultivate sympathy of 
occupation. 
Sir James Mackintosh, one of the 
most eminent and elegant men that ever lived, 
while standing at tho very height of his emi- 
nouco, said to a great company of scholars: 
"My wife made me." The wife ought to be the 
advining partner in every fiim .she ought to 
bo interested in all the losses and gains of shop 
and store. 
She ought to have a right—she has 
a right—to know everything. If a man goes 
ir\to a business trannaction that he dare not tell 
his wife of, you may depend that he is on thei 
way either to bankruptcy or moral ruin. There 
may bo some things which he does not wish to 
trouble his wife with; but if he dare not tell her 
he is on the way to discomfiture. 
On the other 
Iiand, the husband ought to be sympathetic 
with the wife's occupation. 
It is no e!>sy mat- 
ter to keep house. Many a woman that could 
have endured martyrdom as well as Margaret, 
tho Scotch girl, has actually been worn out by 
house management. 
There are a thousand 
martyrs of the kitchen. It is very annoying, 
after the vexations of the day around tho stove 
or the table, or in the nui-seiy or parlor, to 
have your husband say: "You know nothing- 
about trouble; yon ought to be in the «tor^ 
half an hour." Sympathy of occupation! Ifj 
the husband's work cover him with the soot of 
tho furnance or tho odors of leather or soap 
factories, let not the wife be easily disgusted 
at the iMgrimed hands or unsavory aroma. 
Your gains are one, your interests are one, 
your losses are one; lay hold of tbe work of 
life witb both hands. Four hands to fight the 
battles: four eyes to watch for the danger; four 
shoulders on which to carry tho trials. It is a 
very sad thing when the painter has a wife who 
does not like picttires. It is a very sad thing 
for a pianist when she has a husband who 
dooa not like music. It is a very sad 
thing when a wife is not suited unless her hus- 
band has what is called a "genteel business." 
So far as I undtiratand a "genteel business," it 
is something to which a. man goes at 10 o'clock 
in tbe morning, and from which he comea, 
home at 2 or 3 o'clock m . the after- 
noon,

and let a man'get out when he wants to. But 
genteel idleness is an express train; Satan is 
the stoker, and death is the engineer; and 
though one may eome out in front of it and 
swing the red flag of "danger" or the lantern of 
Gtod's word, it makes just one shot into perdi- 
tion, coming down the embankment with a 
shout and a wail anda shriek—crash, crash! 
There are two classes of people sure of de- 
struction:' first, those who have nothing to do;

I have one more wor 1 of advice to give to 
those who would have a happy home, and that

Ha! this is 
happiness. 
Float it on the smoking viands;

Happiness, indeed! Let us build on the center 
of the parlor floor a throne to happiness; let 
all tho guests, when coming in, bring their 
flowers and pearls and diamonds and throw 
them on this pyramid, and let it be a throne, 
and then let Happiness, the queen, mount the 
throne, and we ,will stand around, and, all 
chalices lifted, we will say: "Drink, O queen! 
live forever!" But the guests depart^ the 
flutes are breathless, and the last clash of the 
impatient hoofs is heard in the distance, and 
tho twain of the household come back to see 
the queen of happiness on the throne amidst 
the parlor floor. But, alas! as they come back 
the flowers have faded, the sweet odors have 
become the smell of a chamel-house, and in- 
stead of the queen of happiness there sits there 
the gaunt form of anguish, with bitten lip and 
simken eye, and ashos in her hair. The romp 
of the dancers who have left seams rumbling 
yet, like jarring tliunders that quake the floor 
and rattle the glasses of the feast, rim to rim. 
The spilled wine on the floor turns into blood. 
The wreaths of plush have become wriggling 
reptiles. Terrors catch, tangled in the canopy 
that overhangs the couch.

The short wrap had gained such pop- 
ularity, says The Philadelphia 
Times, 
that it was predicted the long luxurious 
wrap of former seasons would this year 
be a dream of the past, but the Arctic 
blasts of «the past week have caused a 
change in the edict of faishion, and the 
comfortable garment is again in great 
favor for shopping, sleighing, and out- 
door exercise, the more dainty wrap be.- 
ing. reserved for full-dress visiting or 
reception toilets until müder weather 
again reigns supreme. 
The most pop- 
ular garments are made of seaXskin, fur, 
a n d cloth; by many the latter is p r e - 
ferred, a s it is difficult for even an 
adept to distinguish it from the fur tm- 
less it is handled, and the cloth does 
n o t p r o d u c e t h e unnatural heat caused 
by the fur, which is objected to by many 
as being tmhealthy. 


A cloak that is a luxury for severely 
cold weather is made of sealskin; it is 
extremely long, reaching almost to the 
ground, and it is lined throughpiit with 
a perfumed satin lining; the sleeves 
are bordered 
with 
Bussian 
hare, 
aa 
also 
the edge of the cloak; 
the collar is also of the hare, and 
can be coiled around the neck like a 
boa. A hood to match accompanies this 
model of elegance that can be worn for 
sleighing, evening or coimtry rambles. 
With these a muff is also added to 
match, and gloves of the fur can be 
proc^^^ed; 
when attired in all this 
warmth, the severest weather can be 
braved with as little discomfort as in 
the apriiig sunshine. 


The most comfortable wrap is a seal- 
skin ulster, long and perfectly plain, 
the fur or cloth being untrimmed, a 
shoulder-cape being added for sleigh- 
ing or very severe weather. 
Hoods or 
capulets, lined >»-ith ailk, accompany 
most jackets, capes, coats, and cloaks 
not made of fur or very heavy furry ma- 
terials. These hoods are useful for many 
purposes. 


Short women should have their street 
dresses and mantles of the same color, 
as a wrap of a contrasting color seems 
to cut the figure in two and takes from 
the apparent height. A long, slender 
wrap, covering the wearer from neck to 
foot, is becoming to »hört figuroa. They 
shcfuld also have len^h\vise trimming 
on their dresses. 


A stylish wrap for calling is made up 
in a highly eflfective combination of 
fawn-colored 
vicuna and is trimmed 
with natural beaver. 
This fur forms an 
edging to the cape in front. It borders 
•the skirt of the wrap, and a collar is 
made of it. 
The cape is most grace- 
fully shaped, being so contrived as t o 
allow perfect freedom to the arms. 
It 
is stitched in tiny horizontal folds. The 
wrap is fastened with large metallic 
b u t t o n s down the front. 
The back of 
the garment is so designed as to give 
proper space for the ample skirts now 
foshionable. 


A stylish, tight-fitting coat is made of 
myrtle green astrachan cloth and is 
trimmed with beaver, the fur being 
brought around the neck and across the 
form down the skirLirom right to left. 
The bodice is double-breasted; it fast- 
ens on the shoTÜder with three large 
buttons. 
There are two convenient 
pockets just below the waist, and the 
back of the skirt is arranged in several 
full plaits, turned inward. 


For opera there is a great variety of 
beautiful and costly wraps, made in the 
warmest and most luxurious manner. 
Many of these are lined with fur, others 
with satin quilted upon eider down, 
making the sortie de bal warm without 
being cumbersome. A very stylish model

U. IJPfU njL GY. 


Horseflesh, according t o a n English 
writer on the subject, has for centuries 
been used for food by Frenchmen, al- 
though not authorized by law. In Ger- 
many and England and in the Scandi- 
navian countries it was forbidden to eat 
horseflesh. But in France there was a 
tacit permisaion to ose it. The police 
forbade its sale at various tunes between 
1739 and 1784. The ordinance in the 
year named had in the preamble the 
explanatory phrase: "To present the 
disease wHoh the use of . such meat can- 
not bnt produce." 
During the revolu- 
tion all Paris lived for haU a year on its 
Uanghtered horses. 
Official permission 
jto eat horseflesh was granted in 1803, 
but the order was almost immediately 
.withdrawn. 
The p<^Qe seized inunense 
quantities of the meat in the most 
thickly settled parts of the city, in 1811, 
and the report of the seizure wound up 
by saying: "The consumption of horse- 
iflesh in Paris is considerable and of an- 
cient date, and it may be viewed as 
¡having become a hececsity."'

CXOCJKS A X D W A T C S S S . 


The ÌQv^ention of clocks and watches 
was not the frnit of a single ^scovery, 
but was a growth, side by side with 
the advances of the world in civiliza- 
tion. 
The earliest clocks, and instru- 
ments for measiiring the time of the 
day, were sun dials. The invention of 
the sun dial is generally attributed to 
Anaxünander, a Grecian astronomer, 
who died about 547 B. C., but reference 
to n . Kings XX., 11, shows that a 
time-measure of some kind existed two 
hundred years earlier. The dial waa 
followed by the hour-glass, and this by 
the clepsydra, or water-clock, which 
marked time by the es^pe of water 
through an orifice. 
These were intro- 
duced into Bome by Scipio Nasica, 
about 158 B. C., but are believed to 
have been in use in Chaldea and Egypt 
for many years previous to this date. 
About 130 B. C. the water-clock in 
Bome was improved by the addition oi 
a toothed wheel driven by the flow of 
the 
water. The substitution 
of a 
weight for water to turn the wheel was 
probably first made by the Saracens. 
This invention is often ascribed to 
Architudes, 220 B. O., but though there 
is no doubt that he was the first to make 
the discovery of the advantage of 
weights in turning small machines, there 
is no good evidence that he applied it to 
the clock. 
There is record of a clock 
constructed by Boethius in 510 A. D., 
of another sent by Pope Paul I. to 
King Pepin, of France, in the year 760, 
and of another made by Pacificus, of 
Verona, in the ninth century, but in re- 
gard to all of these there is no doubt 
whether they may not have been water- 
clocks, after aU, made in the old-fash- 
ioned way. 
There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that Gerbert, who subsequently 
became Pope as Sylvester II., did con- 
struct a wheel and weight clock at Mag- 
deburg in 996. And within the next 
300 years a number of tower clocks of 
great size and elaborate workmanship 
were set up in the churches of Europe 
and of .England. 
The first watch 
was a small 
clock, of course. In 
1477, 
Peter 
Hele, 
a 
clockmaker 
of Nuremburg, made a dock in the 
form of an egg which could be carried 
in the pocket. 
The production of this 
cost a year's labor ; it was reckoned one 
of the wonders of the world, and valued 
by its maker at a price equal to $1,500 
in gold at the present time. 
And yet 
it required winding twice a day and va- 
ried an hour a day from the correct 
time. 
Hele probably invented the fu- 
see eqpring, but the hair-spring was the 
invention of Dr. Bobert Hooke, an En- 
glishman, in 1658, and the latter was 
also the first to use a lever escapement 
in 1666. 
The use of jewels for the 
bearing of the pivots was introduced 
about 1700, and the compensation bal- 
ance was invented in 
1767.—Inter 
Ocean.

A gentleman named Smalley called upon 
me in May, 1850, to talk about his sal- 
vation. I was young.

tion. 
He asked me what faith was. 
hurled at him enough theological defi- 
nitions of faith to have covered him up, 
like certain of old were covered with 
shields.

"He left, I fell upon my knees, and 
prayed to God most earnestly to show 
me what is faith.

with most inspiring and startling dis 
tinctness the suggestion, 'why not try 
to find out from my word what faith is?' 
I stopped praying, got my Bible and 
began to study it thoroughly, for the 
first time in my lite, and after two weeks 
of hard study my first Bible reading was 
bom—not made, but bom, for it was 
living product of the heart and heao 
bowed hourly before God in prayer, 
whi!e I was exploring His holy Book, 
may also say that through the reading 
Mr. Smalley and quite a few others 
were brought to the Lord."

0. Before that announcement of Him- 
clf as a Master, Ills o\\~a parents un- 
ierstootl little of the spii-it that Tvas in 
iim. or wo should not find hia mother 
aaying when he had stayed behind in 
he temple, at the age of 12, "Son, why 
last tliou dealt thua w'tii us? Thy 
ather and I have sought thee sorrow- 
tig." But it is rather ol the Chr.8t of 
listory than of .personal biography that 
re here speak. It js not only possible 
or minds equally honest and intelligent 
o see him under different shades of 
olor and interpretation when they look

Ono could not close Re 
nan'a "Life of Josus." however, without 
a feeling of pain and disappointment 
that while tho character was held up to 
tho world as unequaled by the purest 
of heathen moralists, tho world was for- 
bidden to worship Him or to crown Hun 
Lord of all. It was England's turn to 
sond out tho next groat work thai 
could claim to do any justice to tho 
faco and voice of JUSUB, and Prof. 
Seelye, of Cambridge and London uni- 
versities, certainly gave a moat impress- 
ive portrait in his "£cce Hoyto." 


Others might bo mentioned who have 


contributed to tho deeper spiritual in- 
sight into tho unapproachable majesty 
of Christ's character which ia so marked 
a note oven in the secular literature ol 
the day. Voltaire, with all his genius, 
is a dead letter so far as critical in-

A tifttr. Trick. 


I have a little trick that ia worth try- 


ing. 
It must be done •with the right 


iiaud. Procure two boot buttons and 
tie each on the ends of apiece of thread, 
Bay three indies long. Now make tb.o 
letter T of the deaf and dumb alphabet 
(which is done by putting the thumb 
between the second and third finger and 
closing tho hand tight, just so the end 
of the thumb shows), next take tho 
buttons and insert between the first and 
Bt'uoud lingers of the same hand, so that 
the buttons will show on the outside; 
the thread is to hold thorn in place. 
Taking a white pocket handkerchief 
you fold it BO it will bo about three or 
four inches wide; then hold your fist 
in such a position that you can see the 
eyes and the end of your thumb, and 
with the. other hand arrange the hand- 
kerchief over your list (which is sup- 
posed to be a hood) for a hand, and you 
will bo surprised at tho result.

CLOCKS AXD U'ATVHlsn. 


The invention of clocks and watches 


was not the fruit of a single discovery, 
mt was a growth, side by. side with 
he advances of the world in civilixa- 
jou. Tho earliest clocks, and instru- 


cts for measuring tho time of the 


lay, were sun dials. 
The invention of 


sun dial is generally attributed to 


Anaximandor, a Grecian astronomer, 


'ho died about 547 B. C.,but referoncfl 
to H. Kings XX., 11, shows that a 
Jme-rneasure of some kind existed two 
inndred years earlier. The dial was 
'ollowod by tho hour-glass, and thin by 
he clepsydra, or water-clock, which 
marked time by the escape of water 
hrough an orifice. 
These were intro- 


duced into Rome by Scipio Nasica, 
about 158 B. C., but are believed to 
lave been in use in Ghaldca and Egypt 
'or many years previous to this datei 
About 130 B. C. the water-clock in 


was improved by the addition of 


a toothed wheel driven by tho flow of 
:ho water. 
Tho 
substitution 
of ft 


weight for water to turn the wheel was 
irobably first made by the Saracens. 
This invention is often ascribed to 
Architudes, 220 B. C., but though there 
sno doubt that he was the first to make 
;he discovery of the advantage of 
•eights in turning small machines, there 
jno good evidence that lie applied it to 
tho clock. There is record of a clock 
constructed by Boetliius in 510 A. D., 
of another sent by Pope Paul I. to 
King Pepin, of France, in the year 760, 
and of another made by Pacificus, of 
Verona, in the ninth century, but in re- 
gard to all of these there is no doubt 
•hether they may not have been water- 
clocks, after all, made in the old-fash- 
ioned way. There is no doubt, how- 
over, that Gerbert, who subsequently 
became Pope as Sylvester H, did con- 
struct a wheel and weight clock at Mag- 
deburg in 990. And within the next 
SOO years a number of tower clocks of 
great sizo and elaborate workmanship 
were sot up in the churches of Europe 
and of .Euglaud. 
The first watch 


was a small clock, of course. In 


1477, 
Peter Hole, 
a 
clockmaker 


of Nureraburg, made a clock in the 
form of an egg which could be carried 
in the pocket. 
Tho production of this 


cost a year's labor;it was reckoned one 
of the wonders of the world, and valued 
by its maker at a price equal to $1,500 
in gold at tho present time. 
And yet 


it required winding twice a day and va- 
ried an hour a day from the correct 
time. Helo probably invented the fu- 
see spring, but the hair-spring was the 
invention of Dr. Robert Itooke, an En- 
glishman, in 1G58, and the latter was 
also tho first to use a lever escapement 
in 1GGG. 
Tho use of jewels for tho 


bearing of tho pivots was introduced 
about 1700, and the compensation bal- 
ance was invented 
in 
1767.—Inter

F1KST BIBLE READING. 


An Interesting Talk with Dr. U. 


M. Paynter. 


Dr. Pajnter, who has beeu conducting 


religious services in this city during the 
past six or seven weeks, is the originator 
of Bible Beading, which is uow so popu- 
lar 'among evangelists and clergymen. 
He gave his first reading in the Presby- 
terian church at Xeuia, Ohio, in June, 
1850. So far as he can learn it was the 
first Bible Reading ever given in the 
world. In conversation with a SENTINEL 
reporter he said; "I have given theseBi 
ble Readings to the plainest and to th* 
mofit cultured people in the country, in 
villages, large towns, and in cities 
large as* Boston and Chicago, in our own 
land, and in Edinburg, Glasgow, Liver 
pool, London, and in many other cities 
both at home and abroad. I have deliv 
ered the same series of readings, and on 
the flame days, in the drawing-rooms o 
the English nobility in the afternoon 
and in the West End, among the London 
poor at night, with equal aeeeptablenes 
and blessings to both widely separate 
daises." 


"Things often come about," said Mr 


Paynter, "to change our course in life 
A gentleman named Smalley called upon 
me in May, 1850, to talk about his sal 
vation. 
I was young. 
My head wa 


crammed full of theology. I had neve 
been brought into contact with a li 
heart upon this most momentous ques 
tion. 
He asked me what faith was. 


hurled at him enough theological defi 
nitions of faith to have covered him up 
like certain of old were covered wit 
shields. I quoted to him Turrettine 
Pictet, Dick, Hill, Hodge, etc., and afte 
I had finished he looked at me with th 
most charming simplicity and 
said 


'Now, Mr. Paynter, will you please te 
me what faith is?' 
I was mortified anc 


confounded. 
'Mr. Smalley,' Biiid I, M 


you will leave me, I will try and find ou 
what faith is.' 


"He left, I fell upon my knees, am 


prayed to God most earnestly to shoi 
me what is faith. 
While wrestling iu 


this prayer, there came to my hear 
with most inspiring and startling dis 
tinctness the suggestion, 'why not tr; 
to find out from my word what faith is? 
I stopped praying, got my Bible am 
began to study it thoroughly, for tin 
first time iu my lite, and after two weeki 
of hard study my first Bible reading was 
born—not made, but born, for it was n 
living product of the heart and head 
bowed hourly before God in prayer 
while I was exploring His holy Book, 
may also say that through the reading 
Mr. Smalley and quite a few others 
were brought to the Lord."
